KOMPONG THMAR, Cambodia, 
Sept 15 (NYT).— This used, to be 
a town of 10,000 people. Bat it 
does not exist anymore, because 
the Cambodian Army “libera ted” 
it- Aug. 31 after more than a 
year of Communist control and 
the fighting destroyed the empty 
town in a conflagration of air 
strikes, explosions and napalm. 

Today, nothing but black holes 
littered with, shards of roof and 
floor tile remains of the wooden 
houses that surrounded the cross- 
roads, about *15 miles north of 
Phnom Penh. 

The nearby trees were scorched 
brown by the fire that obliterated 
the town two weeks ago after air 
strikes by UJ5. and Cambodian 
bombers were called in. 

“The C ommunist s fired rockets 
from the house," one of the 
Khmer [ Cambodian J battalion 
commanders. Capt. Lay Chhom . 
explained today. “The colonel 
asked for napalm. Three Amer- 
ican planes dropped it, and we 
found three bodies of Commu- 
nists afterward that were not 
burned," he said. 

Kompong Thmar is on High- 
way 6 in territory occupied by 
North. Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops in the spring of 1970. 
Many of the inhabitants fled then 
and most apparently escaped the 
recent destruction, but no one 
here knew if any had been killed.

Escaped Until Now 

Many villages— such as Skoun 
and Tang Souk in flooded rice 
paddy country a few miles south 
of here— were devastated In the 
fighting thpn , but the town itself 
had. escaped until two weeks ago. 
It now presents an aspect of war 
that was once common in South 
Vietnam too but is now more 
often seen In Cambodia, where 
the war is not relegated to 
sparsely populated areas. 

Peag„£n,,jL. 44-year-old lather 
of seven children, came up "from 
Phnom Penh at the beginning 
of this month when he heard the 
Khm er Army was advancing up 
Highway 6 toward Kompong 
Thmar. He found his bouse, the 
ruin of it, and he is still here 
now although he does not seem 
to know exactly why. 

“I don’t know about the air 
strikes," he said. "I came here 
three days after the army re- 
turned. My house has been de- 
stroyed. I won't show it to you 
because I don't want to see It 
again.”

BELFAST, Sept. 15. — As four 
more killings within 24 hours 
brought Northern Ireland's two- 
year death toll to 105, provincial 
Prime Minister Brian Faulkner 
today extended the detention 
without trial of suspected Irish 
Republican Army members, 
prolonging the policy known as 
“internment” and blamed by many 
for the last five weeks' upsurge 
of violence in Ulster.

PRETORIA, Sept. IS (Reu- 
ters). — The Anglican dean of 
Johannesburg said at his trial 
here today that Illegal pam- 
phlets found at his home by 
police must have been planted. 

The dean, the Very Rev. Gon- 
ville ffrench-Bsytagh. said: “I 
wa3 horrified and very frighten- 
ed. I knew something evil was 
going on because they (the pam- 
phlets) were there." 

The 59-year-ald cleric has 
pleaded not guilty to 10 charges 
under South Africa's Terrorism 
Act, including plotting the over- 
throw of the government. 

Today he told the court that 
during a police search of his 
flat, he accompanied them to his 
spare room and, behind a carton 
in a cupboard, the police found 
a shoe box containing pamphlets 
of the b ann ed African National 
Congress.

Moscow Reports

Western science sources sug- 
gested that the 10-month-oId ex- 
ploring buggy may have already 
stopped functioning. 

The official report said Luno- 
khod closed .-s Clamshell lid on 
its solar batteries today and en- 
tered mechanical hibernation for 
what might prove the fight of its 
life— two weeks of subzero cold 
during the “lunar night” with its 
heaters falling. 

The eight-wheeled silver robot 
arrived on the moan aboard the 
unmanned Luna-17 craft on Nov. 
17, 1970. It was assigned only 
three months work, but surprised 
its designers by more than tri- 
pling that longevity.

Texas Menaced 


By Storm Edith 


GALVESTON, Texas. Sept. 15 
(TJPI) . — Tropical storm Edith, 
which killed scares of persons and 
wiped out entire villages In Latin. 
America last week, gathered new 
vigor today and threatened the 
shores of Louisiana and Texas, 
already soaked and flooded by 
21-Inch rains. 

Hundreds were homeless In 
Texas because of flooding from 
hurricane Fern, which came In 
from the Gulf of Mexico earlier 
this week and caused an estimat- 
ed $20 minion damage.

"At some future date,” sir Alec 
said, "there might be a need for 
less indirect talks than today.” 
The more urgent requirement at 
this time, he added, is to revive 
the moribund mission of indirect 
exchanges through Gunnar V. 
Jarring, the UN representative in 
the Middle East. 

Mr. Jarring has been inactive 
since last February, when he ad- 
dressed Inquiries to Egypt and 
Israel about terms for a settle- 
ment. Egypt aroused hope for 
a breakthrough ..by expressing 
readiness to sign a peace agree- 
ment with Israel In exchange for 
full withdrawal. Israel, however, 
declined to give Mr. Jarring a 
commitment to withdraw. 

Although the Egyptians have 
demanded that Israel reply to 
Mr. Jarring before the exchanges 
mn continue, the British foreign 
secretary indicated determination 
that a way be found around this 
obstacle. 

A way, he suggested, might be 
an agreed position of the Big 
Four powers— the United States, 
Britain, the Soviet Union and 
France — during coming talks at 
the United Nations. 

After the Big Four talks, he 
said, the next step should be a 
revival of the Jarring mission of 
indirect negotiations, to be fol- 
lowed ultimately by direct ex- 
changes.

Hommarskjold Insisted that there 
would be no “price war.” - 

He added that the right of air- 
lines to fix their own fares would 
create a situation "much more 
dangerous competition-wise,” for 
the charter airlines than the 
present “closed situation.” 

However, he said that all the 
airlines would know in advance 
what fore changes the others 
were preparing to make next year. 

Each afriirift will have to get 
the consent of its home govern- ' 
ment for the fare proposals. 
And all will submit copies of 
these applications to the associa- 
tion. which will pass them on to 
the other airlines, Mr. Ham- 
marskjold explained. 

As a result, he said, an airline 
will have the opportunity to 
modify its proposed changes in 
the light of what Its competitor 
is proposing. 

■Too Complex’ 

Mr. Hommarskjold conceded 
that the Montreal package was 
“too complex,” but said It would 
have been easier if all the air- 
lines had agreed on fixed rates. 

The lt-manth experimental 
period, he said, should provide 
"a sound basis for setting up a - 
good fares structure.” 

A problem still facing the air- 
lines Mr. Hammarskjold said, is 
the revision of rates as a result 
of the devaluation of the 'dollar 
in terms of some currencies. 

Tentative plans have been made 
for a conference to discuss the 
currency problem at Miami on 
Sept 29, after the annual meet- 
ing of the International Mone- 
tary Fund, he added. 

In Bonn, Lufthansa said that 
It was fully aware of the pos- 
sibility that Its action would 
cause a price war among the 21 
airlines that fly the North 
Atlantic.

Peng An in the untouched out- 
skirts of the town agreed with 
other villagers' accounts that 
Eompong Thmnr had, been de- 
stroyed by napalm bombing. 

But the commander of the 
6I)00-man brigade that is still 
pushing north of here, Lt, CoL 
Ith Suong, said in an interview 
at Baray, a few miles south: “The 
houses were burned by the enemy 
'and not by the bomba The bombs 
were dropped only here.” he said, 
pointing to the eastern section of 
Korn pong Thmar on his field 
map. 

Invaluable Air Support 
“The rest was burned In hours 
of explosions from enemy am- 
munition that was stared In the 
town. But air support is invalu- 
able to us,” he added. 

Some of the air support comes 
from Cambodian T-38 propeller- 
driven bombers based at Phnom 
Penh, Col. Suong said, but much 
of it— live or six missions of two 
or more planes each aim os’ every 


day in this operation alone— comes 
from American A-37 light attack 
bombers based in Vietnam. 
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OoL Suang has a sergeant who 
speaks English with him to help 
call in UJ3. Air Force forward ob- 
servation planes from Blen Hoa 
Air Bose, outside Saigon, and 
then direct air strikes on - the 
targets the Cambodians, on the 
ground want hit. 

Some of the Cambodians fly In 
the back seats of the observation 
planes with American pilots, he 
said. Such assistance according to 
officials In Phnom Penh Is part 
of the authorized American mili- 
tary aid program here. Congress 
has prohibited Americans from 
serving hero as advisers or com- 
bat troops. 

There are none with the 16,000 
Cambodian troops who started 
moving north Aug. 20. For the 
most part they have encountered 
little resistance from the Com- 
munists. although according to 
American military officials in 
Phnom Penh there are elements 
of two North Vietnamese regi- 
ments, several thousand men, in 
rubber plantations to the east 
of the highway. 

This week, the government es- 
corted Cambodian and foreign 
Journalists not to- Kampong 
Thmar, but to Baray, where the 
villagers pointed out mass graves 
of men said to have been killed 
by the Communists during their 
occupation. 

“The people help us very much,”

Dr. Edtend added that some of 
the hostages had been shot “once, 
some as many as five, 10, - 12 
times..: with two types of mis- 
siles. buckshot ami large caliber 
missiles.” Many were shot at, he 
said, from what he believed was 
“a fair distance.” 

Officials have said their sharp- 
shooters went into action only 
when prisoners slashed the throats 
of hostages. 

Asked about reports that one 
guard had been castrated. Dr. 
Edland said: “None of the bodies 
were mutilated except by gunshot 
and stab wounds." 

Assistant Correction Commis- 
sioner Robert Posen Issued a state- 
ment yesterday saying there had 
been eyewitnesses to the cutting 
of hostages' throats.

Rockefeller Defends Force 


NEW YORK, Sept, is (Reu- 
ters).— New York Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller today defended the 
ure of force to crush the Attica 
riot. 

“I don't see how I could have 
done any differently," he told a 
press conference here. He said 
new facts had emerged about 
the mutiny but refused to give 
details. 

“You know,” he told journalists, 
“under the heat of the situation 
as existed, tragedies do develop.” 

This was an apparent reference 
to the post-mortem findings that 
the nine hostages died from gun- 
shot wounds. 

Gov. Rockefeller, who has been 
praised by President Nixcn but 
attacked by liberal and radical 
politicians for his handling of the 
situation, said that his going to 
Attica, as requested by mediators, 
would not have helped achieve a 
peaceful settlement because the 
rioters* position “had hardened, 
not softened.” The White House 
reaffirmed today that Me. Nixon 
still supports .Gov.

LONDON, Sept. 15.— The first 
underground film made by Soviet 
intellectual dissidents and mem- 
bers of persecuted minority 
groups has surfaced to the West. 

The film records the brief ap- 
peal of eight Soviet citizens who 
are Involved for differing reasons 
in the Russian human rights 
movement. Their remarks are 
meant to draw the attention of 
the outside word to the wide- 
spread abuse of civil liberties In- 
side the Soviet Union. 

It Is a significant document 
mainly because it shows a grow- 
ing boldness among critics of the 
Soviet regime. It also emphasizes 
an increasing tie between intel- 
lectual dissidents and persons who 
feel deprived as members of 
minority nationality groups. 

This latest protest to reach the 
West covers several different 
problems ranging tram lack of 
individual freedom to the harsh 
treatment of political prisoners 
placed to mental Institutions. It 
raises such other questions as 
the difficulties now faced by 
Soviet Jews trying to emigrate to 
Israel. 

First Protest Film 
■ For more than three years now 
protests of this sort were circulat- 
ed In the Soviet Union and then 
to the West in the form of written 
petitions. The use of film and 
recorded voices adds a wholly new 
d i men sion to the limited but per- 
sistent Soviet protest movement. 

This particular group of civil 
rights activists produced the film 
to Moscow some months ago. It 
was then sent to the West secret- 
ly. . At the moment, William Cole, 
a former Moscow correspondent 
with the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, is processing the fUm 
for passible viewing to the Unit- 
ed States. 

If the film is shown to Western 
audiences, it could mean lengthy 
prison sentences for the par- 
ticipants. It has reached the 
West at a time when the Soviet 
secret police is attempting to 
stamp out precisely this type of 
protest.

Colonel Tells 
Of Incidents 
At My Lai Site 

Testifies at Trial 
Of Brigade Chief 

FORT MEADE. Md.. Sept. 15 
(APi.— An Army officer testified 
today that about noon on the day 
of the My Lai massacre, he was 
told of a helicopter pilot plucking 
a living child from a pile of dead 
Vietnamese. 

The witness also related a sec- 
ond incident where the pilot re- 
portedly told an American of- 
ficer “his troops better not shoot 
at him.” 

Lt. CoL Frederick W. Watfce 
testifying at the trial of Col. Oran 
K. Henderson, said the report was 
made by Warrant Officer Hugh 
C. Thompson, con- a captain. 

Col. Watke said he then went 
to the assault force commander. 
Lt. Col. Frank A. Barker, and told 
him “that he had to stop the un- 
necessary kiZling.” As a result. 
Col. Watke said. Col. Barker went 
on the radio and ordered a cease- 
fire and cold troops to hold their 
positions. 

Col. Watke, who then com- 
manded an aviation battalion, re- 
lated the pilot's report: 

"Mr. Thompson as well as 
others approached and told me 
there was unnecessary killing 
going on out there. Mr. Thomp- 
son told me there were casualties 
in the My La: area... of non- 
combatants and that there were 
no weapons or web rarmy] gear. 

“Following that, he observed 
eight people moved across the 
open and moved into a hut or 
bunker. They were non-comba- 
tants and children. 

“The troops were advancing 
into that point and if they, the 
Vietnamese, stayed there they 
would be killed. 

Continue to Move 
“He found an officer... and 
confronted him with the fact . . . 
The officer informed him he 
would continue to move. Thomp- 
son said he was going to take 
the people out and his troops 
better not shoot at him.” 

Col. Watke then told of the 
evacuation of the clhlriL 
"One of Thompson's crewmen 
walked among the group of 
bodies and found a child still 
alive. He carried the child Into 
the chopper and they took it to 
Quang Ngai hospital 
CoL watke said when he re- 
ported to Col. Barker “he seemed 
quite taken by it. concerned. His 
actions were positive.” 

Later in the day. CoL Watks 
said. CoL Barker told him he 
had not been able to locate the 
infantry officer on the ground 
but it was brought out at the 
trial of Lt William L. Calley jr. 
that Calley was the man involv- 
ed. 

CoL Henderson is charged with 
failing to properly investigate 
the My Lai incident and carry 
his report forward to higher 
headquarters. The charge speci- 
fies that be failed to investigate 
“a confrontation between a heli- 
copter pilot and ground forces of 
his command.” 

CoL Henderson was commander 
of the brigade whose task force 
assaulted My Lai. 

Medina Witness Allowed 
FORT MCPHERSON. Gfu

judge to the Capt. Ernest L. 
Medina murder trial today revers- 
ed bis earlier ruling and said a 
key defense witness, Capt. Rob- 
ert L. could testifj - .

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Bomb Explosion in Nightclub 
In Saigon Kills 8, Injures 16 


SAIGON, Sept. 15 (T7PIL— A 
plastic bomb explosion shattered 
a nightclub In the heart of Sai- 
gon tonight. The blast killed at 
least eight persons in the worst 
terrorist attack In the capital in 
mare than two years. None of 
the dead was American. 

At least is American soldiers 
and Vietnamese were seriously 
wounded when a 10 to 1 5-pound 
plastic bomb was tossed through 
the dub windows, VS. military 
spokesmen reported. 

The blast destroyed at least 70 

percent of the two-story Tu Do 
nightclub, a rock and roll dub 
catering to well-to-do young Viet- 
namese. It is located one block 
from the CaraveUe Hotel, where 
UJ5. Sen. George McGovern, D., 
SD„ is staying. 

50 Persons in Club 
The bomb exploded about 20 
minutes before closing time when 
about 50 persons were inside the 
dub, on tiie bar and restaurant- 
lined Tu Do Street, Saigon's main 
thoroughfare. 

Casualties were the highest 
since terrorists blew up the U.S. 
Air Force language school In 
Saigon Aug. 7, I960, killing 12 
persons and wounding 67, in- 
cluding 28 Americans. Terrorists 
In April this year blew up the 
CBC nightclub in Saigon, killing 
two persons and wounding 40. 

Some of the victims of tonight's 
incident were passersby and street 
vendors, hit when the blast 
blew out an entire wall of the 
club. 

The Tu Do nightclub Is a popu- 
lar haunt for American service- 
men and Is one of the few to 
Saigon providing live entertain- 
ment with go-go girls. It is across 
the street from the election in- 
formation center established for 
the Oct. 3 presidential election. 

Earlier, a gasoline bomb was 
thrown at an American car in 
the city as a spate of anti- 
American. violence continued. 
The Vietnamese driver of the car 
was injured. 

Two American soldiers who 
were standing in front of the 
Tu Do club said there was a 
street altercation a few minutes 
earlier involving an American 
and a taxi driver. U.S. military 
police had been called and were 
on the scene when the blast oc- 
curred.

Ellsberg Alleged 
To Possess More 
Secret U.S. Files 

LOS ANGELES. Sept. 15 OTPIX 
— Daniel Ellsberg has stored in a 
warhouse another large cache of 
documents. Including govern- 
ment files with security classifi- 
cations, -an. affidavit filed inUJS. 
District Court alleged yesterday. 

The affidavit was submitted in 
support of a government attempt 
to subpoena the records of the 
former Rand Corp. employees, 
who has admitted “leaking” the 
Pentagon papers to the press. 

Mr. Ellsberg’s lawyers went to 
court today seeking to quash the 
subpoena. Federal Judge Wil- 
liam M. Byrne jr. said he would 
make a ruling Monday. 

The government affidavit 
said Mr. Ellsberg began storing 
personal papers and government 
documents as long as 18 months 
ago. A government lawyer said 
that they belong to the United 
States, that “many” are clas- 
sified and that Mr. Ellsberg has 
no right to retain them. 

The grand jury which has al- 
ready indicted Mr. Ellsberg for 
unauthorized possession and use 
of the Pentagon papers obtained 
the subpoena for the additional 
files. 

North Korea Demands 
Retreat by U.S., UN 

HONG KONG, Sept. 15 <Reu- 
ters 1 ' —North Korea has demand- 
ed the dissolution of the United 
Nations commission lor Korea 
and the immediate withdrawal of 
all troops under the UN flag 
from South Korea, the North 
Korean news agency has reported.

N EW YORK \NYTi.— There are 
hot pants and then there are 
Hot Pants. 

The ones with the capital let- 
ters are Inflatable plastic shorts 
that have become perhaps the 
best known— and probably the 
most controversial— of all the 
quick-reducing gadgets to besiege 
the public in the last several 
years. 

The ads arc not what you 
would coll modest. Their claim, 
which many medical experts dis- 
pute. is that the starts are 
“guaranteed to reduce your waist, 
abdomen, hipr, and thighs a total 
of G to 10 inches in jus: one day 
or your money refunded.’* 

So far, according to a spokes- 
man far Biophysical Research 
□nd Development Corp.. the San 
Francisco-based firm that makes 
them, more than a million pairs 
of Hot Pants have been sold 
since last September, when they 
were first advertised. Their suc- 
cess has resulted In a rash of 
imitator products, which, like the 
original, resemble a pair of Ber- 
muda shorty designed for monn- 
wn Iking astronauts. < Similar prod- 
ucts ore sold in Europe. 1 
F or the skeptical, the Hot 
Pants people will provide names, 
addresses and telephone num- 
bers of satisfied customers from 
coast to coast who swear they 
are more svelte from using the 
shorta. A tram nf California doc- 
tors. who tested the shorts on 
volunteers for the Biophysical 
Research & Development Corp.. 
ii iso bocks up all of the inch-loss 
claims made in the advertise- 
ments. 

Federal Agencies 
However, officials of such fed- 
eral regulatory agencies as the 
Food and Drug Administration 
and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion tend to view the claims for 
the inflatable shorts as little 
more than a lot of hot air. This 
opinion tends to be shared by 
most doctors interviewed, and, 
apparently, many consumers. 

A spokesman for the Special 
Investigations Division of the 
United States Postal Service said 
that because of “many, many 
complaints from unhappy con- 
sumers, ” the division had begun 
on Aug. 18 an investigation of 
the Hot Pants to try to deter- 
mine Lf the advertising claims 
were false. Hie spokesman said 
tiie investigations would take ap- 1 
pTOxiraately three months. At 
least one other government 1 
agency is also investigating the ' 
claims. 

The Hot Pants are supposed to 
work like this: After they are * 
inflated with a hand pump, the 1 
wearer performs an extremely ( 
rigorous "brief exercise program" i 
during which the heat generated 1 
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inside the panto is supposed to 
“melt away inches." Special 
packets called ‘thermal packs," 
which are filled with water, are 
supposed to supply extra heat 
for problem areas such as the 
thighs, hips and waist. 

FDA Comment 

Dr. Joseph B. Davis, director 
of the Division of Clinical and 
Medical Devices for the FDA, is 
extremely skeptical about the ef- 
fectiveness of the inflatable re- 
ducing shorts. 

"Devices sold to reduce body 
measurements have no useful 
function as far as losing weight 
or inches are concerned.'' he said 
the other day in his Washington 
office. 

He added tha: if a person ex- 
ercised regularly while wearing 
Lhe shorts, he might notice a pos- 
sible ''general body effect"— as a 
result of the exercise, not the 
.shorts. 

In recent FDA tests on 30 
prison inmates, those who wore 
reducing shorts and followed a 
program of exercises lost no more 
titan those who did the same 
exercises without shorts. 

Many of the doctors who were 
interviewed tended to agree with 
a spokesman for the American 
Medical Association in Chicago, 
who said: “Devices of this sort 
should be emphatically discour- 
aged. It’s a pity that some people 
spend money for them. It's ridic- 
ulous to believe iliat sweating— 
the production of a watery secre- 
tion by the sweat glands— can get 
rid of fat, which is chemically 
and physically different from 
water.”

The Hot Pants and their pre- 
decessor product, the Sauna Belt 
(an inflatable belt for waistlines 
only) are the creation of a Cali- 
fornian named Jack Feather,

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Who Pays the Tariff? 


Tn the current pushing and shoving among 
the -wprld’s great trading nations, a lot of 
small countries are getting hurt. Latin 
America Illustrates the point. The United 
States did not really intend to harm the 
economies last month when it Imposed 
Its 10 percent surtax on imports. The truth 
Is that the White House and the Treasury 
Were not t hinkin g about Latin America at 
an But Intentional or not, the damage is 
real and the consequences are going to be 
serious. 

President Nixon worked out his economic 
program with the advice of a special com- 
mittee of able and experienced citizens, 
headed by Albert Williams, whose report has 
now been published. But In the matter of 
tariffs the President overrode this committee, 
which urged Mm to move toward removal 
of all barriers to international tirade. The 
Willi ams committee is right on this Issue, 
and the President Is wrong. The evidence 
is already visible to the south. 

The Latin Americans protest, with good 
logic, that it is unjust to make them pay 
a sur tax designed to remedy a trade crisis 
in which they played no part. Latin America 
has traditionally bought more from the 
United States than it sells here. The Latins 
are not the people to see about revaluing 
the yen and the deutsche mark. But the 
United States meets all objections wjth a 
shrug and the observation that it can’t start 
making exceptions now. 

Mr. Nixon attempted this week to placate 
the Latins with the decision that, for them 
alone, he would cancel the 10 percent reduc- 


tion in foreign aid; It had originally been 
part of the program announced a month 
ago, with the surtax. But the countries 
getting the most aid are not those hardest 
hit by the surtax. 

The extreme examples are Mexico and 
Brazil. Mexico does more bu s i n ess with the 
United States than any other country in 
Latin Arnwr-w and will be more severely 
damaged by the surtax than any other. But 
Mexico takes no direct aid from the United 
States. On the other hand, the United 
States gives more aid to Brazil than to any 
other TffrMyi country. Brazil does half as 
much business with the United States as 
Mexico does. Since coffee is exempt, the 
surtax applies only to about 15 percent of 
Brazil’s exports to this country. But it 
applies to fully 50 percent of Mexico’s exports 
here. 

Less than two years ago Mr. Nixon deliver- 
ed a glowing speech, on this country's re- 
sponsiMlties to Latin America. “They need." 
he said then, “to be assured of access to 
the expanding markets of the industrialized 
world.” He promised them advance con- 
sultation on trade matters, and he also 
promised to pursue, wprldwide, “a liberal 
system of generalized tariff preferences.” 
They got no consultation on the surtax, 
obviously, and now they see the United 
States taking the lead in raising tariffs. Un- 
fortunately the price of these moves comes 
high, and much of It is ultimately paid by 
gmaii nations that cannot afford their large 
neighbors’ mistakes.

Postscript to a Massacre 


In the aftermath of perhaps the most 
gruesome prison massacre in America's 
history, with the death toll at Attica already 
at 42, grave questions have arisen about the 
accuracy of the story released by state of- 
ficials on what happened when police offi- 
cers stormed into the beleaguered jail with 
guns blazing. Only a swift and totally im- 
partial investigation can clear up the con- 
fusion now beclouding this grim tragedy. 

A medical examiner, after an autopsy on 
the bodies of slain guards, flatly contradicted 
on Tuesday the state’s report that the rebel- 
lious Attica prisoners had Slashed the throats 
of some of their hostages. The strong in- 
dication now is that all the dead guards — 
and most of the dead convicts— w.ere killed 
by bullets. And only the police attack force 
had guns. 

If official deception proves another dis- 
maying element In this whole monstrous 
episode, the credibility of all government 
will be undermined in an area crucial to 
the maintenance of the rule of law. It will 
be difficult, indeed, to rebut the belief of 
many on the scene that more restraint on 
the part of authorities and more time to 
press peace efforts might have ended the 
five-day rampage by prisoners at the upstate 
correctional institution without the loss of 
a single life— hostage or convict. 

Gov. Rockefeller justified the assault on 
the prison compound In a statement that 
spoke of prisoners having “carried out cold- 
blooded killings they had threatened from 
the start” of their takeover. One prison 
official asserted that at least two of the 
guards being held captive by the prisoners 
had been killed by them prior to the police 
assault and that the body of one had been 
mutilated. Another official reported im- 
mediately after the foray that the rest of 
the slain hostages had had their throats cut 
and been beaten by the rioters. 

But a diametrically opposite report came 
on Tuesday from Dr. John Edland, the 
medical examiner for Monroe County, whose 
autopsy showed that the hostages died not 
from slashed throats but from gunshot 
wounds. Prison authorities concede that the 


Inmates had no guns, so the shots must 
have come from the police forces storming 
the compound. 

This vital finding not only contradicts the 
prison officials but also raises fresh doubts 
about the wisdom of Gov. Rockefeller's re- 
fusal to make a personal visit to Attica, as 
urged by the citizen observer panel that 
was seeking to effect a peaceful agreement 
at the prison. 

State officials, with the governor’s con- 
currence, had made every reasonable con- 
cession in the earlier stages of the uprising. 
They had rightly refused to bend on two 
demands that would have permanently un- 
dermined discipline at Attica and at every 
penal institution in the country: total 
amnesty for the rebels and forced removal 
of the prison superintendent. 

The deadlock heightened tensions and 
created a real hazard for the hostages, a 
factor that could not be ignored by the 
governor. Yet It was the panel’s strong 
belief that the situation might yet have 
been saved without mayhem by a personal 
appearance by the governor, not to nego- 
tiate with the prisoners hut to get a first- 
hand report from the observers. 

The panel felt a need for additional nego- 
tiating time. Prison officials evidently felt 
a need to force the Issue immediately. The 
governor, physically remote from the con- 
flict, decided with the officials and against 
the panel. 

The decision was indeed a “tough" deci- 
sion — but the latest disclosures make It far 
from clear that state officials were right in 
storming the compound when they did or 
that, as President Nixon confided to a group 
of congressional Republicans Tuesday, Mr. 
Rockefeller had “no other course available 
to him ” 

What is clear is that the public deserves 
a thoroughgoing and absolutely Impartial 
investigation. Every aspect of this tragedy 
emphasizes a need both for fundamental cor- 
rectional reforms and for an inquiry to 
establish facts.

An Anxious Eye

■JERUSALEM.— -In the present 
J Middle Eastern lull, an 
Amwic Mi visitor is bound to be 
chiefly struck by the way the 
leading Israelis see the United 
States, There is deep apprehen- 
sion about the course America 
will take — although this appre- 
hension is certainly not shouted 
from the rooftops. 

The root of the matter Is the 
simple fact that no Israeli lead- 
ers, whether political or military, 
are in the least persuaded, that 
the Soviet Union has undergone 
a miraculous inner change. They 
do not think the Soviets are 
any less aggressive, any less 
power-minded, any less capable 
of tough brutal action to 
serve Soviet Interests than they 
have always been in the past 

In consequence, the Israelis 
are downright frightened by the 
American politicians who profess 
to believe in a miraculous change 
in Moscow. In the pest, our Dem- 
ocratic party was regarded here 
with the comfortable possessive- 
ness that might be accorded to a 
suburb of Tel Aviv. Bu* that is 
the case no longer. 

.AH the wor e likely Democratic 
nominees are instead regarded 
with something close to ill- con- 
cealed horror. Even Senators 
TWmnnrt ynsirte and Hubert 
Humphrey are felt to have paid 
dangerous blackmail to the peace 
wing of the Democratic party. 

A Long Shadow 

Israel has in truth lived too 
long in the shadow of a Soviet 
military threat. The threat will 
turn from shadow to substance 
If the United States continues 
to neglect the world balance of 
power— or that, at any rate, is 
the belief of the hard-headed 
Israelis. Hence any American 
politician who seems pledged to 
continued neglect of the power 
b regarded as a danger 
here no matter bow many Israeli 
bond raffles he may have ad- 
dressed. 

These lurking feelings, though 
only privately expressed, are 
bound to give any American an 
uncomfortable sense of the bur- 
den of responsibility the United 
States must can; In this weary 
wor l d. But that is by no means 
the end of the story, however. 

Xa important quarters, next 

year’s American election is 

further seen boa as a probable 
m* ant rfCBttMz* teak* on- 


soviet actions in the next 13 
months. Hie view is perfectly 
logical, too. 

If the Kremlin hm? not chang- 
ed miraculously, it Is obvious that 
Soviet opportunities in the Middle 
East and elsewhere will be much 
increased if the United States 
chooses a soft-minded administra- 
tion with ingrained delusions 
about Soviet power and Soviet 
purposes. It is equally obvious 
that this sort of American elec- 
tion result win be far less likely 
ff the Soviets act In the Interval 
In a really frightening manner, 
particularly in the Middle East. 

Normally, such analysis of cur- 
rent Soviet behavior would have 
to be dismissed as groundless. But 
there are two reasons against 
doing go at this time. The first 
reason is the exceptional personal 
position attained in Washington 
by the Soviet ambassador, Ana- 
toly Dobrynin. With hla wide 
range of personal contacts, 
Dobrynin Is vividly aware of the 
way that overly frlgthcnlng Sov- 
iet actions can affect all the 
American pre-election equations. 

As to the second reason above- 
mentioned, It is the one really 
hard fact discernible among the 
uncertainties of the Middle East- 
ern luQ. For the time being, the 
Soviets are using all their In- 
fluence, particularly in Egypt, to 
prevent the Arabs from reopening 
the active phase of the war with 
Israel. 

Concern about th » Israelis 
cannot be the motive, since the 
Kremlin has *pent billions of 
rubles on asms for Egypt alone. 
Vet Egypt's President cl Sadat 
Is under strong Kremlin pressure 
to prolong the de facto cease- 
fire. And this looks very much 
as though the Kremlin wanted 
to put off a showdown here in 
the hope of a more propitious oc- 
casion later on In Washington.

Finely Timed 

The timing and delivery are 
almost professional. Wallace’s 
hearing has deteriorated and he 
often has to turn to an aide 
standing next to him to have 
the question repeated. But once 
he has his cue, he knows exactly 
what to do. . 

The Washington newsmen who 
serve as his foils at these per- 
formances are now on a chum- 
my basis with the governor. He 
first-names them, as persistently 
as President Nixon does at press 
conferences, and they chuckle ap- 
preciatively at even his mast 
f amili ar sallies. 

Incredible as it may sound. 
Wallace has become one of the 
boys. Just another politican, 
with a bag of tricks a bit dif- 
ferent from those of his rivals, 
out performing for his audience. 

The question is: What does 
that leave of the other Wallace, 
the man that 10 million Ameri- 
cans were willing to. stand up 
for and waste their votes an. the 
man who was going to give them 
mors than a dime’s worth of 
difference? How does Blue Blazer 
George, the stand up comic, turn 
back into White Supremacy Wal- 
lace. the stand-up-for-America 
protest symbol? 

The guess here is that it’s go- 
ing to be hard. Wallace talks 
of his options for 1972. but they 
may be more meager than he 
pretends. 

He can run as a Democrat 
in the presidential primaries of 
Florida, North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee,’ as he threatens to do. 
But the likeliest result would be 
to steal votes from Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson and thus aid the 
nomination of a liberal Demo- 
cratic candidate. Since Wallace 
wants a left-wing splinter party 
in the general election, anything 
he does in the primaries that 
hurts a more conservative Demo- 
cratic contender works against 
his own long-term Interests. 

As for the general election, de- 
spite Wallace’s brag that the 
"busln”' issue will swell Ills vote, 
there are a half-dozen other 
Southern governors here who 
testify that the feisty Alabamian 
and his die-hard resistance move- 
ment have lost ground In their 
states since 1968. Except for 
Mississippi's lame-duck John Bell 
■Williams. Wallace Is without 
public allies in the South. 

So long os both the major 
parties resist the temptation to 
make votes through open exploi- 
tation of the underlying race is- 
sue In America, there will always 
be a sizable number of disaffected 
whites available for a. Wabace- 
style candidate. 

But American politics has a 
nice way of diminishing the 
demagogues it cannot defeat. AncT 
Blue Blazer Wallace, the 52-year- 
o M comic, just doesn’t look like 
as much of a menace as the 
angry young man who showed 
UP . at bis first Gov e rn ors ’ Con- 
ference eight. years ago. preach- 
ing defiance to all who would 
listen. 


Victor Louis on Israel 

The two articles by the enig- 
matic but very Intelligent Soviet 
Jou rnalist Victor Louis (Sept. 9 
and 10) are very Interesting, and 
the picture he is making of the 
Jewish emigration to Israel, and 
of the feelings of the immigrants 
in the promised land, may con- 
tain a lot of truth. However, his 
question — Why American Jews 
don’t settle in Israel, as those 
from Russia are doing — seems to 
me rather naive. Doesn't he 
really understand that the main 
reason Russian Jews emigrate to 
Israel is now the same as It had 
been before the revolution of 
1917? 

The reason is namely the same 
as it was under the Czarist 
regime: persecution and discrim- 
ination. Although Jews are not 
considered in Soviet Russia as a 
Tifrflwn, which may be from a. cer- 
tain point correct, every Soviet 
"citizen,'’ bom of a Jewish 
father, has in his passport a 
stigma: Point 6: ‘toatlonaaity— 
Jew,” and this stigma closes 
practically for -him any way of 
normal advaacemait, well— un- 
less he is a unclear scientist, or 
just to show that they have a 
Jew even in the highest adminis- 
tration.

$2.15 Billion Borrowed 

This month, the fund announced it had 
discharged completely its own drawings 
under tlie GAB for the first time since 
initial activation in 1964. This means the 
full credits are again available for use. A 
total of $2.15 billion was borrowed from 
1984 to 1970 to help finance large fund 
loons to industrial countries. 

The GAB provides for 92 billion from the 
United States. $1 billion each from Britain 
and West Germany, $550 millio n each 
from France and Italy, $250 million from 
Japan, $200 million each freon Canada and 
the Netherlands fond from Switzerland as 
un observer), $150 milli on from Belgium 
and $100 million from Sweden. 

Almost from the beginning, the Group 


of Ten was known as a rich man's club 
with on exclusive membership fee of $109 
million, the minimum credit to be provided. 

The group has never been enlarged, 
despite offers from other nations, such as 
Austria and Australia, to provide assistance. 
Although the group played a useful finan- 
cial role, it soon came also to play a some- 
what more controversial political role. 

Members came to look upon the group os 
a rather special watching body with the ad- 
vantage of compactness and a responsibility 
for major policy initiatives, which some- 
times brought it into conflict with the IMF 
Itself, whjch currently represents 116 mem- 
ber countries. 

No Permanent Staff 

The Group of Ten is unusual In interna- 
tional affairs since it has no secretariat or 
permanent staff. Its strength ties In its 
membership of working finance ministers 
of member governments. Pierre-Faul 
Schweitzer, managing director of the IMF, 
also attends, but the chairmanship belongs 
to the politicians on a rotating basis, and 
the current bolder is Edgar Benson, the 
Canadian finance minister. 

In any assessment of its accomplishments, 
it is apparent that the Group of Ten has 
made much greater strides In coming to 
grips with the liquidity problems of the 
world monetary system than the problems 
of smooth exchange-rate adjustments.

LUXEMBOURG, Sept. 15 
ftJFI).— Avery Brundage, presi- 
dent Of the International 
Olympic Committee, served notice 
today the committee will not bow 
to bloc pressure to exclude 
Rhodetia from the 1972 Munich 
Olympic Games. 

At a news conference at the 
end of the first working session 
of the 7lst IOC conference in 
the Luxembourg Municipal Hall. 
Brundage, 83, said that the IOC 
had received Identical letters from 
25 of the 132 national Olympic 
committees. The letters asked the 

IOC to investigate the conditions 
of sport within Rhodesia — a de- 
mand pressed earlier this year by 
African members who allege racial 
discrimination In Rhodesian 
sports. 

“We have no knowledge of 
racial discrimination In Rhodesia 
and Rhodesia has followed Olym- 
pic regulations.’* Brundage said. 
“The letter also suggested we ex- 
amine the political situation but 
we are not concerned with 
poll tics." 

The letter to the IOC stemmed 
from a meeting in Munich last 
week of an organization calling 
itself the Permanent General As- 
sembly of National Olympic Com- 
mittees, which, does not have 
official IOC sanction. 

Brundage said the Permanent 
General Assembly was one of the 
“defects - in the existing Olympic 
setup. 

“The national Olympic com- 
mittees are agents of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee and 
we have meetings with them all 
at intervals and see no necessity 
to change the system,” Brundage 
said. “We meet their individual 
members rather the separate 
organizations.'* 

Referring to the Identical let- 
ters, Brundage said: 

“We did not like that and it 
reminded us of the unhappy po- 
sition in which the United Na- 
tions finds itself. We do not 
want any bloc within our or- 
ganization.” 

Following its mating in Mu- 
nich, the Permanent General As- 
sembly— formed in Mexico in 1368 
—also presented a recommenda- 
tion that Rhodesia be required 
to compete in the Munich Olym- 
pics with the game flag and na- 
tional anthem it used at the 1964 
Gaines. 

But since 1664, Rhodesia has 
declared itself independent from 
Britain and adopted a new flag. 
There were doubts in Olympic 
circles that Rhodesia would com- 
pete In 1972 under the British 
flag. 

Rhodesia received an invita- 
tion to compete in the Munich 
Olympics earlier this year. It 
was after that that African sports 
offi c ials pressed their campaign 
to exclude Rhodesia, with several 
countries, such as Ethiopia and 
Tnwhifl threatening boycott. 


FOREST HILLS N.Y., Sept 15 
fAP>.— Stan smith and Billie- 
Jean King smashed their way to 
the singles titles in the U.S. Open 
tpnnifi championships today for 
the first American sweep in 16 
years;

The peope here have been 
good to me. but I always seem 
to tense up at Forest Hills." 

BiUie-Jean clinched the match 
with an overhead smash, winning 
the tie-breaker in the second set, 
5-2. She collected a purse of 
$5,000, while Miss Casals collected 
$2,500; both champions received 
new cars. 

The last time Americans won 
both the men's and women's 
singles in the same year was 1955 
when Tonny Trabert captured the 
male title and Doris Hart the 
women’s crown. 

Smith, now earning $149.10 a 
mon th as a private in the US. 
Army, announced that be will 
donate his $20,000 first prize to 
the Davis Cup mud in return for 
the Army's permitting him to 
compete.

British Ryder Cup Team 
Wilts Before the Competition 


ST. LOUIS. Sept. 15 fUPI). — 
Members of the British Ryder Cup 
team, practicing for their Ryder 
Cup matches against the top 
American golfers, yesterday 
brought some extra equipment to 
the golf course — salt tablets. 

The British golfers, accustomed 
to cooler weather at home, wilted 
noticeably in the 99-degree tem- 
perature— hottest day of the year 
here— on the difficult course at 
Old Warson Country Club. 

The three-day tournament 
starts Thursday. 

The 12 American golfers did 
not appear to be bothered by the 
heat. Lee Trevino, the pride 
of H Paso, Texas, hustled over 
the course, and complained only 
about his putting. 

Arnold Palmer said, “I got to 
believe the weather is going to 
be a factor. The British boys 
are just not used to this hot 
weather.” 

Jack Nicklaus. mentioning that 
the weather will have an effect on 
the course, said, “This time of 
year the ground is hard, and this 
area hasn’t had any appreciable 
rain.” 

The powerful American team 
has two ailing members. Billy. 
Casper has suffered a broken 
toe, and Trevino still is recuperat- 
ing from his appendectomy. 

On each of the days of com- 
petition, American team non-play- 
ing captain Jay Hebert will choose 


eight of his 12 golfers to play, 
and Hebert acknowledged that the 
problems of Casper and Trevino 
would have a bearing ou his 
decision. 

Charles Coody is on the Amer- 
ican team after his $50,000 first- 
place finish in last weekend's 
World Series of Golf. 

While not- underestimating the 
British team. Coody said: “If 
bets were going to be made, they 
would be that we are going to 
beat them, although golf is a 
funny game, and anything can 
happen out on that course." The 
Americans are solid favorites. 

Except for 1969, when Britain, 
spearheaded by Tony Jacklin 
and Peter Butler, tied the Unit- 
ed States, 16-16. in Southport, 
England, the U.S.- has won 
every year since 1957. 

The competition between the 
golfers of the two nations will 
be Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day. The Hist day will be four- 
some competition with players 
on each team alternating shots. 
Tht second day will be four-ball 
competition with the score of 
the best ball counting in the 
match-play scoring. The final 
day will be singles competition. 

There is no prize money in- 
volved in the Biennial Ryder Cup 
matches. The American players 
are given expense money for this 
week before they resume the 
lucrative pro golf tour.

According to 
Attorney General John Mitchell,

decrease in the 1S70 crime sta- 
tistics were the President's 
critics. 

"I believe,” Mr. Jems told a 
conference of law enforcement 
officials, "they are principally 
disturbed because they have 
lost something — crime as a poli- 
tical issue has been taken away 
from them. They feel they have 
been robbed, and being robbed 
they are angry.” 

The reason for the euphoria. In 
the Justice Department is that 
FBI statistics for 1970 indicated 
that the rate of Increase of crime 
had gone down from 12.0 per- 
cent in 1963 to 11.3 percent in 
1970. 

This sounded terrific, until I 
read that the seme statistics 
revealed that 566,700 more crimes 
had been committed in 1970 
than in 1969. 


Admittedly confused, I sought 
out my friend Professor Hein- 
rich AppLebaum, the great Jus- 
tice Department statistician, 
whose definitive hoot "Do Deci- 
mal Points Have a Sex Life?” is 
used in every math class in the 
country. 

"Professor Applebaum, the 
Justice Department reports that 
the rate of crime has gone down 
In the country under President 
Nixon. Yet the same report says 
there have been a million more 
crimes in the past two years. 
How can that be?” 

"It's quite simple," said Ap - 
plebaum. “Percentagewise, crime 


has gone down, ortmewtoe t**s 
gone up." 

"But where does that leave 
the average person?" 

"It flp pmdw whether you're a 
Republican or a Democrat. If 
you're a Republican you have 
n othing to fear walking the 
streets of our American cities. 
But if I were a Democrat, I'd 
stay home." 

"Are you saying that the 
Republicans are trying to take 
the crime issue out of the 1973 
campaign?” 

"They have." Applebaum said. 
“The last year the Denocrats 
were in office crime bad gone 
up 13.8 percent. When the 
Republicans took over in 1989 
it only went up 12.0 and last 
year 112 percent. The Demo- 
mocrate can’t argue with that." 

“But stall more people were 
robbed, mugged, murdered, and 
raped in 1969 and 1970 than they 
were in the previous four 
years.” 

• * m 

“We're not talking about 
people," Applebaum said. Ir- 
ritated. “We’re talking about 
percentages. You can’t think 
about the people who were 
molested in 1969 and 1970, you 
have to think about the ones 
who weren’t. There are probably 
over 100,000 citizens who weren't 
mugged this year, thanks to 
President Nixon’s leadership.” 

“It's hard to think in those 
terms,” I admitted. 

“That's because you're not 
running for election next year. 
You must understand the 
reporting of crimes is a very 
serious business, and can cause 
great- conflict. J. Edgar Hoover, 
in order to prove he is doing 
his job, has to daw that crime 
is going up in the country. At 
the same time the administra- 
tion has to prove that crime is 
going down. 

“The attorney general has solv- 
ed the problem by reporting the 
percentages, which are lower, 
and Hoover by reporting the 
crimes, which are higher. That’s 
the beauty of statistics. It 
makes everyone feel better.” 

"Well, thank you profe s sor for 
the explanation.” 

'That’s perfectly ah right. 
Here, let me unlock the door for 
you. This Is really a creepy 
neighborhood.”

The Exodus From a Mezzogiorno Town

rfTRICARICO, Italy (NET) .—There's a feeling of isolation as 
A age approaches this southern Italian town from the Appian 
Way, which winds along the crest of the Apennine Mountains. 

There is no visible Industry in the area. Many of the farm- 
houses are vacant the land is unplowed. Women cluster 
at the fountains for water. The market is a pathetic display 
of local produce: peppers, tomatoes, eggplant and a few 
mediocre seasonal fruits. 

fn square, a shriveled man in workman’s blue blows 
a few shrill notes from his ham and announces the p rin cipal 
event of the day: a truck from a neighboring village is selling 
tomatoes for a good price. 

•wtr>giii»Hr» n Mulatore, the town crier, used to make three 
tours of the town dally, but now he has fewer notices and 
sometimes appears in the square only every other day. 

Girls in miniskirts and young men home from West Ger- 
many n-Tirf northern Italy for the holidays pay him no heed. 
Only the old men who linger like monuments listen intently to 
his news of a lost chicken or the time far school registration. 

A medieval farm, town and the seat of a bishop, Trlcsrico 
is slowly changing, like much of southern Italy, but people are 
not sure what will become of it 

‘The town is dying because everybody wants to leave the 
land,” Pancrazio Toscano, a young teacher, said. "Most of my 
generation — be tween 30 and 35— doesn't exist any more” 

The population of Tricarico, which was 13,000 in 1960, has 
dropped to about 8.500, according to official sources, and the 
decline is continuing. 

The farmers left first, particularly from the land northeast 
of the town. They were promised irrigation water and it will 
probably come in a few years, but they grew tired of waiting. 
Then the shoemakers, tailors and craftsmen began to leave to 
find regular jobs in industry. 

It is estimated that 3,400 Tricaricans have emigrated to 
West Germany, France, the Netherlands and Belgium. Eighteen 
hundred others are said to have gone to the Industrial cities of 
northern Italy. 

Nearly every family has someone “outside" supporting it. 
The monthly postal orders average out to 100,000 lire (8170) per 
family. Recently the number of checks has begun to dec2 ine 
because emigrants are taking their famili es with them. 

Still, there has been Improvement in Tricarico, according 
to Ann Comdisen, an American social worker and author. 

"My friends eat meat mice a week now instead of three 
times a year," she said. 

Miss Comelisen came to Tricarico in 1959 for the Save the 
cariktren’s Fond, a British group, to set up a demonstration 


nursery to train teachers. Her book ‘Torregreca” is widely 
considered a classic study of Me in a. southern Italian village. 

“The used to be empty, with no moire than three or 

four cars bel onging to the local gentry," Mbs CorneUsen recalls. 
“More tJinn half the town didn’t have sewers or running water. 
Many houses in the old quarter didn't have electricity. There 
was not even a middle school before I960. Our staple diet was 
bread, pasta, oil and persimmons; there was Utile else in the 


Now large, flashy cars, often with foreign licenses, are 
double-parked in the square. Nearly every family has a 
television set, even in the old quarter. Most houses have run- 
ning water— although it is frequently cut off. The town has a 
middle school and high school as welL 

"The trouble is that the changes have came mostly from 
outride, not within,” Miss Comelisen said. 

Tricarico has been included in the development plans for 
the Mezzogiorno but even government officials concede that 
something has gone wrong. 

The new superhighway freon. Salerno to Taranto, which 
was designed to open the south, is generally deserted and has 
actually had a negative effect on moontalntop * towns Hka 
Tricarico. 

The highway follows the Basento River Valley, mi ss in g an 
the old towns along the Appian Way. Connecting roads are 
long and winding and easily blocked by snow. 

"We have already begun to feel the pinch of the super- 
highway,” Deputy Mayor Giuseppe Lombardi says, ; pointing 
out that the main gasoline station in town has had to close. 
Previously all travelers in the region had to use the Appian 
Way, which brought business to the towns. 

The new “industrial nucleus,” which is part of the govern- 
ment's plan for the Mezzogiorno, appears stillborn. A rather 
desolate complex at Ferrandina in the valley 32 miles east of 
Tricarico, It was supposed to serve all the hillside villages in 
the area. There is a natural gas installation but the gas is 
piped to Bari for use in Industry there. Three factories for 
porcelain fixtures, artificial threads and electric motors com- 
plete the picture. 

Tricarico officials complain that the industrial nucleus is 
too far away and does not offer enough jobs. Only 30 people 
from Tricarico work there. The main trouble with Ferr andina 
is that it is an early victim of the current industrial recession. 

The only factory in Tricarico produces salami and employs 
four people. New development plans involve $2.5 million to 
expand the factory and $19 mil lion more for pigpens. The 
trouble is that there has been a substantial decline in the 
production of pigs because of a campaign to persuade people 
not to keep pigs in their bedrooms.
